A widespread increase of literacy 
and of interest in the Bible in Latin 
America, Africa, India and in the is- 
lands of the sea has brought about the 
most phenomenal demand for Bibles 
the world has known. To meet this 
need at least 4,000,000 Bibles, 5,000,000 
Testaments 26,000,000 Portions, in- 
cluding Scriptures for the bling ought 
to be produced and circulated every 
year or several years. . 

World production of Scriptures. is 
not yet back to the prewar standard 
of 24,000,000 copies a year. Even in 
1948 total production of the member 
Societies was only 17,508,464, or less 
than three quarters of a prewar year.

Take a town or example.’ Béfore the 
mill rate is set for any’year there are 
certain expenses that afe approved by 
the Provincial Government and put on 
our taxes whether we like thém or not 
—our two largest items in this class— 
School and Hospital—run to 38 mills 
for a start. Then there are certain es- 
sential services which must be provid- 
ed by law—fire and police protection, 
health an@ sanitation; public works 
maintenance, etc. This brings the rate 
away up into the high fortys. 

Then come, the “extras” that are the 
only obvious things that the taxpayer 
notices and the main things he grum- 
bles. about. And as you will see they 
are really the only things that our 
Councils have much say about. If you 


want them you have pay for them 
~—More taxes. If you em 
ehough to accept taxes 


your Council is so informed and will 
60 ahead with the work. A good ex- 
ample of this is the sewer ani water 
project at present being instailed in 
the town of Wainwright, and the op- 
eration of the local arena. 


One of the points made -by a tax- 
payer was the necessity of having a 
few extras each year ‘to make the citi- 
zens happy by giving them something 
they can see for their thoney—a new 
block or two of sidewalk, a bit of pav 
ing down town, ete. For the small 
difference such things make in the 
mill rate they are well worth while. As 
an example the village of Bdgerton 
might save a few mills by not operat- 
ing their skating rink this winter, but 
the wave of-baq public opinion result- 
ing from depriving the children of 
their main outdoor winter sport would 
make such a saving an unwise move. 
Public opinion can demand an “extra” 
and make their demand stick if enough 
people are interested. 

How can'the demands of the public 
be made known? Not certainly by in- 
dividual belly-aching on the street 
corner. Any group can attend Council 
at any meeting ang petition for the 
desired works. The larger group the 
better the response—and an attentive 
hearing is always given to such civic-. 
minded organizations as the Cham- 
ber of Commerce or Board of Trade, 
Then there is the annual meeting of 
the Village, Town of Municipality 
where reports of various committees 
on the year’s work are presented for 
public approval or disapproval—as 
previously stated the poorest attended 
meeting of the year. Here is the real 
place for the airing of problems con- 
fronting the taxpayer. 

So the situation would seem to boil 
down to this—if you have some worth 
while project in mind try and inter- 


est others in it through some group. 


like the Chamber of Commerce. Or- 
ganize your suggestion ang present it 
to Council, and if the suggestion is 
practicaljand has sufficient backing 
it will We carried out. Don't forget to 
expect the extra mill or two on next 
years taxes, and be prepared to beat 
off the perpetual grumbles that seem 
to appear in any community. 

If you ‘people in Wainwright want a 
bit more sidewalk or a little paving 
next year let your Council know aboyt 
it. If you people in Edgerton feel 
strongly enough about a skating rink 
to demand it, let your Council know 
that too. Always remember those 
things eost money, and that you have 
to pay for them. Remember also that 
you elect your Councillors and are 
therefore responsible for the actions 
of Council, and that While individual 
grousing has no effect an organized 
and supported grouse soon starts the 
legislative wheels to move. Decide 
what you want—ask for it—be pre- 
pared to pay for it—and you'll usually

SLIPPING AWAY FROM DEMOCRACY 


Apathy is an ugly word and should not be used too hastily 
on just any occasion the public seems to fail in its duty. The 
public’s duty in a democracy, as we see it, is to elect its repre- 
sentatives in'a 100% vote and'then show continued interest 
in what its public servants are doing. Usually, in this day and 
age, the servants act like the masters. Our government officials 
down at Ottawa seem to do pretty well. what they like, quite 
oblivious to the people’s wishes except around election tire. 
Orders-in-council, by-passing the legislature, beaurocracy— 
these are the words uséd to describe much of what goes on in 
' ‘We are firm champions of municipal government and we 
like to hold up our community boards as examples of true dem- 

“ocracy. These local boards, like the town council and the 
school board, are close to the people. And usually the people 
are close to their municipally-elected bodies, cognizant of the 
improvements being made because they can be watched and 
seen—maybe a new school, or a new sidewalk, or an exten- 
sion to the sewer system. 

Now we are beginning to wonder whether such grass- 
roots democracy is worth lauding. Recently, the percentage of 
persons bothering to vote at local elections has fallen off a- 
larmingly. At last week’s. annual meeting in Lacombe of two 
school sub-divisions, there were two ratepayers present. That 
averages out to one ratepayer for each sub-division, an area 
which includes a large slice of territory to. the north and west, 


and the whole town of Lacombe.. This is apathy on the part of ° 


local citizens. They have shown indifference toward school af- 
fairs which affect the welfare of 2,000 students within the large 
Lacombe school division. Approximately 45% of this year’s 
town budget was used for educational purposes. Only two tax- 
payers wanted to learn what happened to that $50,000. 

The trustees can interpret the poor attendance in one of 
two ways. Either the ratepayers they represent are completely 
satisfied with the way in which school affairs are being operat- 
ed, or they don’t know and don’t care. The latter we honestly 
don’t believe, for the public has shown a’ definite inclination 
to fulfill its obligations toward education in the past.

A CONTRAST OF JUSTICE 


In Czechsloyakia only a week or #0 
ago, tens of thousands of people were 
torn from their homes and . families 
and sent to labor in the mines, They 
weren't lawbreakers or revolutionar- 
ies. They were priests and ministers 
and government officials and mer- 
chants and professional men and in- 
tellectuals. The closest they could 
come to discovering a reason was that 
as.members of the “bourgevis” class 
with some little to lose, they were pre 
sumed to be out of sympathy with a 
minority government, which had ach- 
ieved power through. violence and 
maintained, it.the same way. There 
were ‘no Warrants for their arrest, no 
habeas corpus to protect them, no 
defence lawyers to study their case. 
They were sentenced without formal- 
ity by officials who had’ created what 
laws were necessary to meet the case. 

As this was happening eleven con- 
fessed communists were charged with 
advocating the overthrow of the Unit- 
ed States government by violence. For 
almost nine months these mien were on 
trial while they and their defence law 
yers ranted and raved afid defied the 
presiding judge and gid their utmost 
to break him and make a travesty of 
the trial. Every protection of the law 


‘was wrapped about these eleven dingy 


defendants. More than a million dol- 
lars was spent to assure the unwaver- 
ing fairnéss of the trial. 

After those nine months of constant 
bddgering, Judge Medina still could 
charge the jury that no prejudice and 
no difference of views could be per- 
mitted to qualify the. full rights of the 
accused. He pointedly outlined these 
rights in his charge. The right to ad- 
vocate by peaceful and lawful means 
the changing of the law and consti- 
tution; to criticize the President of 
the United States and the Congress; 
to charge that the government was ex- 
ploiting poor and worthy workers for 
the benefit of trusts and monopolies; 
to assert that World War I] was an 
unjust and imperialistic war, but that 
after Russia was invaded it became a 
just war. They had a right to claim 
that Russian democracy was super:

In the September 20 edition of the 
Edmonton Journal we read the large 
type headline, “Alberta Surplus §7,- 
628,303 For Year". Some of you, over- 
come by your. great good fortune in 
being an Alberta citizen, may not 
have read on. Had you done so you 
woul@ have noted that this exceeded 
the surplus of the previous year by 
only $787,819; that the accumulated 
surplus had reached the sum of $34-

. Credit Unions—co-operative savi 
and lending institutions—are ‘quite a.

lowest point since 1930. This was ac- 
complished through higher yields per 
cow. In Canada, as a result of a. de- 
cline in the output per cow, production 
fell, off three per cent, even though 
cow numbers increased. 

For other parts of the world where 
milk» production is important ‘there is 
a scarcity of information. In South 
American countries there appears to 
have been’ a substantial increase in 
milk output between 1934-38 and 1947 
or 1948. This is probably what hap- 
pened in some of the African coun- 
tries also. —

of machinery, buildings and tmprove- 
ments, lang payments and mortgages, 
trucks and automobiles—in that order.

Trade Agreements 

An agreement has been signed bé- 
ween Yugoslavia and Western Germ- 
any whereby the former will provide 
goods to the value of $19.6 million and 
Germany to supply $23 million. Ger- 
many will import tobacco, a variety 
of foodstuffs, wood and other miscel- 
laneous items and will export indus- 
trial products. 

Italy and Argentina on October 9, 
signed a one year trade agreement to 
the value of $300 million. This is a 
supplement. to: the agreement of 1947. 
Argentina will supply Italy with bread 
and coarse grains, wool, meat, hides, 
butter and cheese in exchange for 
agricultural machines and industriar 
products. Argentina has also agreed 
to export to Italy 500 thousand tons of 
wheat. . 

U.K. Calf Subsidy 

It is reported officially that the calf 
rearing subsidy will be extended In the 
United Kingdom to cover calves born 
up to September 30, 1951. The subsidy 
will be at the rate of £5 a head for 
males and £2 for females born after 
October 1, 1949 and before October 1, 
1960. The calves must be certified as 
suitable for beef production or as 
dairy replaéements. 

The rates of subsidy thereafter will 
be announced later. 

N.Z. Tobacco 

The New Zealand Tobacco Board 
has been negotiating with the Govern- 
ment for the diversion of the Motueka 
River ‘in order to bring a further one 
thousand acres of land under cultiva- 
tion' for tobacco. It is estimated the 
project would cost about £100 thous- 
and—f75 thousand to be paid py the 
Government and £25 thousand by the 
Tobacco Board. 


WORLD MILK 
PRODUCTION 


Milk production in 1948 in the maj- 
or producing areas of the world was 
at about. 90 per cent of pre-war output 
the Food ang Agriculture Organiza- 
tion of the United Nations reports. 

There was a small increase in milk 
production in Europe in 1948—prim- 
arily 4 result of higher yields per 
cow brought about by a much improv- 
ed feed situation. While total Eure- 
pean feed supplies in 1948-49 were 
still below the pre-war level, they 
nevertheless were far higher than in 
the preceding year, when very bad 
weather was the rule. 

The 1948 increases in milk produc- 
tion in Europe were general. Every 
country except Czechoslovakia, Den- 
mark, and Sweden showed an increase 
as a result of the material gain in

SELECTING FOR 
HATCHABILITY 

Hatchability of total eggs set in ap- 
proved hatcheries has averaged in the 
vicinity of seventy per cent in recent 
years. As a breed, Barred Plymouth 
Rocks are usually about average in 
respect to hatchability when compared 
with’ other breeds, Nutrition, incuba- 
tion and methods of handling and stor 
ing ‘the egg’ all affect the percentage 
of fertile eggs which will hatch, and 
all are largely under the control of the 
flock owner and hatchery operator. 
The presence of lethal hereditary fact 
ors in some birds may be another 
cause of the failure of some eggs to 
hatch. 

It is apparent that per cent fertility 
plays an important part in the per- 
centage of total eggs which will hatch. 
About ninety per cent or more of all 
hatching eggs produced are expected 
to be fertile, but low fertility in some 
flocks is a serious economic problem.

This change in school methods was 
indicated by the fact that, in 1920 out 
of a total of 4,289 teachérs, 2,585 (60%) 
taught in ‘rural schools. By 1938. the 
percentage in rural schools had drop- 
ped to 50% while in 1948, the percent- 
age had taken a further drop to 34%. 

These changes are taking place as 
a natural result of conditions in the 
province, with mechanized farms and 
better roads.

As the week ended, defence held the 
attention of the Commons, but ten- 
ants were still grumbling about in- 
creases in rent ceilings. 

Defence Minister: Brooke Claxton 
outlined Canada's defence problems in 
a 39-page white paper and a state- 
ment as he began piloting a record 
$383,000,000 peacetime defence budget 
through the Commons. 

By what the Progressive Conserva- 
tive member for Nanaimo, MajJ.-Gen. 
Pearkes, V.C, termed a “sad dnd 
froni coincidence,” the defence bud- 
get was placed before the House on 
Remembrance Day—the day. set aside 
for the Dominion to pay tribute to the 
memory of her gallant men and women 
who eacrificed their lives in two 
world wars in the cause of freedom 
ana peace. 


Mr. Claxton said ! the white pap- 
er that the 18 months since the Red 
coup in Czechoslovakia have produc- 
ed a “material reduction in the fear 
and threat of immediate war.” 

But the announced development of 
an early warning radar system to 
protect vital centres and areas in the 
Dominion was one of numerous indi- 
cations the white paper gave that the 
‘government has no intention of ‘al- 
lowing this cold war lull to modify. 
or delay our ‘long-ratite defence plans.’ 
‘Look To Russia 

Mr. Claxton reiterated in the Com- 
mons that Canada's defence policy is 
based on the assumption that the 
“only possible aggressor is Russia.” 

He é@aid that any war would be a 
world war involving all western people 

“The best way to prevent war is to 
confront the forces of Communism 
with such strength as to deter them 
from attack,” said the minister.’ “Te 
provide such strength requires the co- 
operative efforts of the western na- 
tions, including the United States and 
Canada.”

Canada would have to keep on main 
taining forces until the basic causes of 
unrest were eradicated. The present 
total of defence expenditure should be 
matched by spending on social servic- 
es and welfare and education to build 
up. the people. " ‘ 

Jo&h “Blackmofe, colorful Social 
Credit member for Lethbridge, stress- 
ed the vulnerability of Canada’s con- 
centration of industry. He § said a 
amart enemy could gain control of the 
whole cuntry by seizing a few strat- 
egic parts of Ontario and Quebec. He 
urged industrial decentralization and 
a regional defence set-up which would 
split @he country into a nhmber of 
self-sufficient areas that would be 
capable of fighting alone if isolated 
by the enemy. , 


Mr. Blackmore also said that wares 
could only be prevented if there was 
world econmic stability. The produc- 
tive. countries were not doing all pos- 
sible to maintain that stability. 

How Much Rent? 

The most hotly debated question in 
Ottawa and throughout Canada last 
week was the rent increases announ- 
ced the week before by Finance Min- 
ister Abbott. 

The opposition parties knew the 
announcement was unpopular with a 
large section of Canada’s voters and 


they pulled no punches as they flayed: 


government benches, ‘ 

Finance Minister Abbott and’ the 
Liberals stoutly defended the increas- 
es and showed they had no intention 
of yielding. Government leaders said 
they knew the decision to allow land- 
lords to increase rentals from 20 to 25 
per’ cent above 1941 levels would be 
unpopular, But they maintained that 
such increases were only just and fair 
to the landlords, 

The original announcement gave no 
indication that rent increases would 
be fixed on the 1941 level, and when 
it was made, jandlords and tenants 
immediately started trying to puzzle 
out just how much of an increase it 
really was. 

Canada's rentals . administrator 
Owen Lobley finally cleared up the 
bewilderment in a 1,600-word estete- 
ment that proved of little comfort to 
tenants. 


He fixed the maximum rental boosts | 


for unheated séif-contained flats, a- 
partments and houses at 18 per cent 
of current rents and said heated accom 
modation could be boosted 22 per cent. 

Roomers can have their rents in- 
creased by a etraight 20 per cent. It 
was the first increase that owners of 
rooming haqusesg had been allowed since 
rents were frozen in 1941. 

The increases go into- effect nent ' 
Dec. 15, but for most of the tenants, 
leasing on a month-to-month basis, 
the boosts won't be paid until next 
Feb. 1.
